“Are you up to d a te ? ” 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol asks this question of the 
state’s six million motorists as 
the day approaches w hen some 
133 Vehicle Code changes will 
become law. 
“For instance, do you know 
that after September 9 the driv­ 
er of any vehicle following an ­ 
other vehicle within 200 feet 
during hours that 
lights are 
required m ust use low beam 
headlights?" 


THE REASON for this, the Pa­ 
trol says, is that night glare 
from bright headlights has of­ 
ten been a factor in highway 
collisions. 
“This revision, properly ob­ 
served, should be a great help 
in reducing accidents and a n ­ 
noyance caused 
by reflected 
glare from the rear,” comments 
B. R. Caldwell, California High­ 
w ay 
Patrol Commissioner 
in 
discussing this change. 
All motor vehicles registered 
after January 1, 1954 shall be 
equipped with a mirror so lo­ 
cated as to reflect to the driver 
a view of the highway at least 
200 feet to the rear, by term s of 
m o th e r amendm ent. 


AN ADDITIONAL change of 
general Interest is the provis­ 
ion that at least that porcion 
uf the registration card which 
s>h<«y* the name and address of 
the registered owner and the 
license num ber of the vehicle 
shall 
be plainly visible and 
legible from outside the vehicle. 
“These are among the most 
im portant 
changes 
affecting 
ail motorists from the sta n d ­ 
point 
of safety, 
enforcement 
and enjoyment,” Caldwell ob­ 
served.

I do not know what the world 
needs. Tom Marshall said it 
w as a goftd five cent cigar. He 
would probablv say now it was 
a nickel worth the five cents of 
his day. Perhaps w hat the world 
needs is just ordinary sanitv 
and common sense and a reali­ 
zation, on the part of the United 
States, that friendship can not 
be bought with dollars, not any 
time, and particularly not with 
memories still fresh of the way 
we let down, first C zechoslo­ 
vakia, then Poland, then China, 
and next presumably Korea. I 
hope not. for the last. 
I do know, for sure, w hat the 
East needs. It needs to send all 
its 
Highway 
Commissioners, 
and all its highway engineers, 
out to California, either to take 
a refresher course, or to learn 
for the first time how to build 
highways and to keep them up. 


THERE MAY BE some excuse 
for the turns and the bends, 
when we realize that the roads 
were laid out by men who rode 
in buggies, back of ambling 
horses, or who followed 
the 
cows home from the “commons” 
along cow paths which later 
became the streets of Boston, 
and many of these are being 
straightened in the more pro­ 
gressive eastern s t a t e s . But 
there is certainly no excuse to­ 
day for the bunipety, bumpety, 
bump of main travelled roads, 
and for dips so badly designed 
that even a subnormal speed 
m akes you wonder whether you 
will get your rear springs home 
intact. 
My particular obsession is the 
almost complete absence of in­ 
telligent and intelligible road 
signs. Direction and mileage 
signs are strictly in the m inor­ 
ity. and most of those which do 
exist are still parallel to the 
traffic and with figures and let­ 
ters of a small size which we 
discarded, in California, about 
twenty years ago. 
I do not 
know if it is simply progress, 
in the west, or if it is a su b ­ 
conscious feeling, in the east, 
that the natives know where 
the roads go, and why should 
they care about the “foreigners" 
who use them! In California we 
do care, and the effects are 
evidenced, as one factor, in the 
state’s population and income. 


JUST BEFORE I left W ash­ 
ington. the Senate refused to 
pass the resolution, raising the 
debt 
limit to $290,000,000,000. 
More power to the Senators’ For 
once the Senate stood 
more 
firmly on principle than the 
House. The Representative felt 
i hat 
the 
President’s 
advisors 
hud put him out on a limb, on 
this Issue, and that, In the llnal 
hurried hours of the session, 
there was nothing to do but to 
support him. Even those m em ­ 
bers of the committee on Ways 
apt) Means, who were as strong­ 
ly oppi/ijpd to raising the debt 
limit as is the writer of this 
weekly letter, all voted to bring 
out the resolution, when the 
President asked for it, and voted 
tor It on the Floor, as I did. The 
Senate said 
whal we should 
have said, ’’Let's nor do this in 
haste.” 
You may well 
ask, “W hat 
else was there to do?” The 
answer is not easy, for that re­ 
quires a gift of vision, and 
hindsight I» always so much 
easier. 1 think though, that we 
should have exhausted every 
other recourse. The p e o p l e 
should never be encouraged to 
think of increasing the public 
debt, nor of spending, nop of 
deficits, nor of any inflationary 
Influence, as easy, We do not 
yet recognize the seriousness of 


the situation. The iron is not 
yet in our souls. 


I THINK WE SHOUT.D llave 
called the committee on Appro­ 
priations back into session, and 
told it to cut again, and cut 
more deeply. I think we should 
have taken a more realistic a t ­ 
titude towards certain items in 
the federal budget; for exam ­ 
ple, the $1,050,000,000 in 
the 
national debt, which is “inter­ 
est” on a fictitious debt carried 
in connection with s e v e r a l 
"trusts." 
We 
have 
11,000 
bank 
ac­ 
counts, all over the world, and 
I think Uncle Sam should have 
done what most of us would 
do in a like emergency; draw 
them down to the bottom dollar. 
The balances in the accounts 
would total nearly a billion dol­ 
lars. I think we should review 
and s-t-r-e-t-c-h out our defense 
orders. Slowing them up, for 
only one quarter, would in it­ 
self meet most of the expected 
overrun. 
The Secretary of the Treasury 
hopes we will run over the 
present debt limit, in October or 
November, by only about 2 bil­ 
lion dollars. Like a conserva­ 
tive eastern banker, he asked 
the President to ask Congress 
to raise the limit by 15 billion 
Finally, if all other m eans were 
to fail, then I think the Presi­ 
dent 
ought to call Congress 
back 
in session for the sole 
purpose of increasing the debt 
limit, enough to meet the emer­ 
gency. That would dramatize 
the situation: the extravagances 
of the last ten years, and the 
threat to our financial integ­ 
rity. It might shock the people 
into understanding. The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury says we 
will be safe after the first of 
the vear, and that by April the 
debt limit may be reduced, even 
below the present limit.
